Defense Spending Critics 
Testify Before Committee Fear 74 U.S. Sailors 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Con 
gressm en prob ing the im pact of 
high defense spending on A m er­ 
ican life called today for testi­ 
mony from two form er Demo­ 
cratic 
adm inistration 
officials 
highly critical of the nation’s 
m ilitary -industrial complex. 
Charles Schultze, Budget Bu­ 
reau director under President 
Johnson, and John Kenneth Gal­ 
b raith. President John F. Ken­ 
nedy ’s 
am b assador 
to 
India, 
were the scheduled opening w it­ 
nesses b efore the joint economic 
sub com m ittee. 
Sen. William Proxm ire. in a 
prepared 
statem ent 
launching 
two weeks of hearings, said: 
“ No efforts to attain economy in 
the conduct of governm ent can 
succeed if we fail to scrutinize 
m ilitary spending. 
“ In view of the enorm ous size 
of the defense b udget and de­ 
fense related b udgets, anv in­ 
quiry 
into 
national 
priorities 
m ust eventually confront this 
question: How can m ilitar- and 
civilian needs b e b alanced?” 
Proxm ire. T>-Wis, 
is 
chair­ 
m an of the joint economic sub ­ 
com m ittee conducting the hear­ 
ings on the m ilitary b udget and 
national ecoonmic priorities. 
Schultze said b efore the hear­ 
ings he b elieves anv savings 
from an end to the Vietnam w ar 
will b e consumed rapidly for 
other defense purposes.

Gas Blast 


Kills Man, 


Starts Panic 


NEW MARTINSVILLE, W.Va. 
(A P) — A natural gas pipeline 
exploded near this Ohio River 
com m unity 
Monday , killing a 
b ulldozer operator and touching 
off near panic in several sur­ 
rounding towns. 
“ Most of the people clim b ed 
into their cars and tried to get 
out of tow n.” said Donald Wig­ 
gins of Clarincton. on the Ohio 
side of the Ohio River. 
The explosion occurred ab out 
5:T5 p.m. when Glen Kittle, a 
Moundsville 
construction com ­ 
pany owner, was operating 
a 
b ulldozer which hit and severed 
a 30-inch gas pipe. 
W itnesses said 
the resulting 
flam es reached more than 500 
feet in the sky 
and 
scorched 
the side of a nearb y hill. 
People in Ciarineton. directly 
across the river from the b last, 
describ ed it as a “ terrific ex­ 
plosion” and said it lit up the 
sky . 
Dale Hudson, realizing what 
the prob ab le cause was, ran one 
mile to the nearest shut-off valve 
and tried to stop the gas from 
feeding the fire. 
The furnace like heat b urned 
the home of Lewis Wetzel to a 
crisp. 
K ittle’s b ody was recovered 
when the roaring fire b egan to 
extinguish itself as the gas sup- 
olv ran out. 
Consolidated Gas Co. said the 
main was one of its b iggest— 
a m ain supply line from West 
Virginia into eastern Ohio.

Defense Spending Critics 
Testify Before Committee 


WASHINGTON 'AP) — Con­ 
gressmen probing the impact of 
high defense spending on Amer­ 
ican life called today for testi­ 
mony from two former Demo­ 
cratic 
administration officials 
highly critical of the nation’s 
military-industrial complex. 
Charles Schultze, Budget Bu­ 
reau director under President 
Johnson, and John Kenneth Gal­ 
braith. President John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s 
ambassador to India, 
were the scheduled opening wit­ 
nesses before the joint economic 
subcommittee. 
Sen. William Proxmire, in a 
prepared statement launching 
two weeks of hearings, said: 
“No efforts to attain economy in 
the conduct of government can 
succeed if we fail to scrutinize 
military spending. 
“In view of the enormous size 
of the defense budget and de­ 
fense-related budgets, any in­ 
quiry into national priorities 
must eventually confront this 
question: How can military and 
civilian needs be balanced?” 
Proxmire, T)-Wis, is chair­ 
man of the joint economic sub­ 
committee conducting the hear­ 
ings on the military budget and 
national ecoonmic priorities. 
Schultze said before the hear­ 
ings he believes anv savings 
from an end to the Vietnam war 
will be consumed rapidly for 
other defense purposes. 
“By simplv maintaining our 
presently 
approved 
military 


posture, with no major cost es­ 
calation, with no new weapons 
systems of any significant kind 
approved, 
current 
spending 
plans will roughly eat up the 
Vietnam dividend by about fis­ 
cal 1974, give or take $3 billion 
or $4 billion on either side,” 
Schultze told a recent congres­ 
sional conference on the mili­ 
tary budget. 
Galbraith, a professor of eco­ 
nomics at Harvard, also said 
earlier the basic defense-spend­ 
ing problem is one of regulating 


bureaucratic power. 
Galbraith 
told 
the 
March 
conference the Washington bu­ 
reaucracy “ governs in its own 
interest and in accordance with 
its own parochial view of the 
world. 
“ It is the problem of a vast 
bureaucracy going considerably 
beyond the Pentagon, embrac­ 
ing the intimately associated in­ 
dustries where increasingly the 
line between what is public and 
what is private can’t be distin­ 
guished,” he said.

Gas Blast 
Kills Man, 
Starts Panic 


NEW MARTINSVILLE, W.Va. 
(AP) — A natural gas pipeline 
exploded near this Ohio River 
community Monday, killing a 
bulldozer operator and touching 
off near panic in several sur 
rounding towns. 
“Most of the people climbed 
into their cars and tried to get 
out of town,” said Donald Wig 
gins of Clarington, on the Ohio 
side of the Ohio River. 
The explosion occurred about 
5:15 p.m. when Glen Kittle, a 
Moundsville 
construction com­ 
pany owner, was operating 
a 
bulldozer which hit and severed 
a 30-inch gas pipe. 
Witnesses said the resulting 
flames reached more than 500 
feet in the sky and scorched 
the side of a nearby hill. 
People in Clarington, directly 
across the river from the blast, 
described it as a “terrific ex­ 
plosion” and said it lit up the 
sky. 
Dale Hudson, realizing what 
the probable cause was, ran one 
mile to the nearest shut-off valve 
and tried to stop the gas from 
feeding the fire. 
The furnace-like heat burned 
the home of Lewis Wetzel to a 
crisp. 
Kittle’s body was recovered 
when the roaring fire began to 
extinguish itself as the gas sup 
oly ran out.

Cuts American 
Vessel In Two

missing after an Australian car­ 
rier cut a U.S. destroyer in two. 
The bow section of the USS 
Frank E. Evans sank swiftly 
after it was rammed by the Mel­ 
bourne during maneuvers about 
240 miles southeast of Saigon 
just before dawn Tuesday Sai­ 
gon time. 
The Navy’s latest figures list­ 
ed one American sailor dead. 73 
missing from the Evans, and 
200 
survivors, 
including 
the 
skipper, 
Cmdr. 
A. 
S. 
Mc- 
Lemore. 
No casualties were reported 
on the Melbourne. 
The 
Evans 
was 
a 
famed 
World War IT destroyer which 
weathered a massive kamikaze 
attack in 1945. It was based at 
Long Beach, Calif. 
The collision occurred during 
maneuvers by warships of the 
Southeast Asian Treaty Organi­ 
zation. 
The 
survivors 
were 
taken 
aboard the Melbourne and later 
transferred to the USS Kear- 
sarge, a carrier that rushed to 
the scene from its station 85 
miles away. 
The Melbourne, involved in a 
similar disaster on Feb. IO, 
1964. headed for Singapore. Ra­ 
dio Australia said the ship was 
exnected to arrive Thursday. 
Destination of the Kearsarge 
was not immediately 
known. 
But the Navy said one man in 
critical condition was flown to a 
U.S. hospital at Cam Ranh Bay, 
on the South Vietnamese coast 
200 miles northeast of Saigon. 
There was no report on how 
many of the destroyer’s surviv­ 
ors were injured. 
Search parties later hoarded 
the aft section of the Evans, still 
afloat at last report, to recover 
classified documents and sal­ 
vage what they could.

PARIS (AP) — Georges Pom­ 
pidou today appeared certain of 
election to the French presiden­ 
cy following 
the Communist 
party’s refusal to back provi­ 
sional President Alain Poher. 
Strong pressure built up on 
Poher, a Centrist, to withdraw 
from the June 15 runoff which 
will elect Charles de Gaulle’s 
successor. 
Poher ran a poor second in 
the first round of voting Sunday, 


polling only 23.13 per cent of the 
vote to Pompidou’s 44.46 per 
cent. It was questionable wheth­ 
er a Communist endorsement 
would have done him much 
good since it probably would 
have scared away some of his 
anti-Communist 
support.

The 11-member study group 
asked that law governing the 
fund be amended to require the 
auditor to withhold any delin­ 
quent amount from other funds 
going to the community. 
The state took over the financ­ 
ing and administration of the 
local funds in 1967.

Cleveland Heights, also suggest­ 
ed the legislature give munici­ 
palities the authority to find 
new revenues to finance the 
fund. 
The state subsidy to the funds, 
it suggested, should be increas­ 
ed. Any future increase in bene­ 
fits should be accompanied by 
a plan for financing, it added. 
Local government’s debt in 
the fund as of December, 1967, 
w as just over $413 million, the 
study committee said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
legislative study committee rec­ 
ommended Monday that state 
funds be withheld from munici­ 
palities delinquent in the police 
and 
firemen’s 
disability 
and 
persion funds. 
The 11-member study group 
asked that law governing the 
fund be amended to require the 
auditor to withhold any delin­ 
quent amount from other funds 
going to the community. 
The state took over the financ­ 
ing and administration of the 
local funds in 1967. Membership 
in the statewide fund was made 
compulsory. 
The study group, headed by 
Rep. Allen J. Bartunek R-54 
Cleveland Heights, also suggest­ 
ed the legislature give munici­ 
palities the authority to find 
new revenues to finance the 
fund. 
The state subsidy to the funds. 
it suggested, should be increas­ 
ed. Any future increase in bene­ 
fits should be accompanied by 
a plan for financing, it added. 
Local government’s debt in 
the fund as of December, 1967, 
was just over $413 million, the 
study committee said. The four 
largest liabilities at that time 
•were: 
Cleveland $107,849,749; 
Cincinnati $63,840,226; Columbus 
$42,687,817, and Toledo $30,164, 
943.

The ruling, delivered by Ju s­ 
tice William J. Brennan Jr., put 
such areas under the sweeping 
antiracial protections of the 1964 
federal civil rights law. But he 
said the law’s prohibition does 
not extend to discrimination or 
segregation at private clubs. 
The only dissenter was Ju s­ 
tice Hugo J. Black. 
The ruling concerned a pri­ 
vate recreational area near Lit­ 
tle Rock, Ark., called the Lake 
Nixon Club. 
Federal courts in Little Rock 
and St. Louis had ruled that the 
club was beyond the coverage of 
the 1964 law. The NAACP Legal 
Defense and Educational Fund 
challenged this finding in behalf 
of two Little Rock Negroes, Dor 
is Daniel and Rosalvn Kyles.

Legislature Report

Mov ing into what is believ ed 
to be the final fiv e weeks of 
the 
legisla tiv e 
session, 
the 
House Way s and Means Com­ 
mittee approv ed its first tax 
measure, bringing airline ticket 
sales under Ohio tax laws. The 
administration 
s p o n s o r e d 
measure 
still has to be 
ap­ 
prov ed by the entire House and 
the Senate before it becomes 
law-. 


The bill would impose a four 
per cent ex cise tax on business 
done by airlines in Ohio, tax ing 
both trav el within the state and 
trav el originating from Ohio to 
other 
states. 
The 
estimated 
rev enue from the bill is about 
$6 million annually . 


This week the House defeated 
a proposal requiring statewide 
registration 
of v oters 
by 
a 
narrow 
v ote of 
46-45. with 50 
v otes 
needed 
for 
passage. 
J oining 
with sev eral 
rural 
legislators who represent areas 
where 
there is 
no 
v oter 
registration, were sev eral big 
city legislators who argued that 
r e q u i r i n g registration only 
makes 
it 
more 
difficult 
for 
citizens to v ote and the first 
step in a v oter reform should 
be making it ea sier to register, 
before 
ex tending 
the 
present 
registration 
law 
to 
the 
less 
populous counties. 
Rural legislators argued that 
the 47 counties affected by the 
law did not need registration 
and could not afford the cost 
of installing registration. They 
also maintained that no v oter 
scandals had occurred in these 
areas and without registration, 
ev ery one eligible to v ote was 
permitted 
to. 
without 
un­ 
necessa ry registration. 
Other v oter reform proposals 
are still in the House Committee 
on State Gov ernment and do not 
appear to hav e a chance of 
passage. 
These 
proposals are 
aimed at making it ea sier to 
v ote 
for 
all 
citizens 
by 
ex ­ 
panding the hours of v oting: 
e x p a n d i n g 
the 
hours 
of 
registration; hav ing registration 
centers in 
the 
precincts 
on 
sev eral 
day s; 
and 
allowing 
officials of the board of elec­ 
tions to register people on a 
door-to-door basis. 
Also on the House floor this 
week was anotner \crsion of tiie 
fair housing 
bill, 
which was 
defeated last week. After nearly 
a 
two 
hour 
debate, 
and 
amendments which put strong 
enforcement prov isions in the 


bill, the measure was approv ed 
by a 75-17 v ote. 


The bill ex pands the cov erage 
of the 1965 fair housing law to 
cov er all dwellings for sale or 
r e n t 
and 
allows 
persons 
discriminated 
against 
to 
file 
actions in the courts and allows 
the courts to issue an injunction 
against the renter or seller. 
The bill is v ery - similar to 
the federal fair housing law, 
which *oes into effect J an. 1, 
1970. 


The 
house 
also 
adopted 
“ Beautiful Ohio" as the official 
state song, hopefully ending a 
debate 
which 
has 
raged 
for 
many y ears ov er what the of­ 
ficial song of Ohio should be. 
The proposal still has to be 
approv ed 
by the Senate, but

NEW YORK (API — One sec­ 
tor of the housing industry that 
seem s able to weather a credit 
crunch is mobile homes. The 
less money there is around, the 
more people seem to want mo­ 
bile homes.

housing starts were off 5 per­ 
cent in the same period. 
Manufacturers 
of 
mobile 
homes also held their own in the 
sev ere credit crunch of 19 66. In 
that y ear priv ate housing starts 
fell almost 21 per cent but build­ 
ing in the then fledgling mobile 
home industry remained steady . 
"The mobile home industry has 
traditionally been able to take 
adv antage of a tight money pe­ 
riod,” said Richard Keini, an 
analy st 
at 
Gcodbody 
Co. 
Keim, a specia list in the mobile 
home industry , predicts contin- 
lAd rapid growth for the indus­ 
try . 
“ Mobile homes may hav e cor­ 
nered the low-cost housing mar­

“ The 
principal demand lor this ty pe 
of home is in the y oung married 
and retired groups—these are 
the fa stest growing groups in 
the country .”

One 
does 
not “ believ e” 
in 
tonsils as they 
believ e 
in 
a 
religion. One docs not believ e 
in the remov al of tonsils any 
more 
than 
one 
becomes 
in­ 
v olv ed in believ ing in the v alue 
or 
penicillin 
or 
cortisone. 
Patients are sometimes further 
confused by the fa ct that the 
opinion of their 
phy sician 
or 
pediatrician about the remov al 
of tonsils and adenoids is in 
d i r e c t 
conflict 
with 
the 
judgment of the Ear, Nose and 
Throat specialist. 


I hav e known doctors for 20 
y ea rs who hav e made the ar­ 
bitrary statement that “ I don’t 
believ e in the remov al of tonsils’ 
and they hav e spent all these 
v ea rs defending that statement. 
Unfortunately , men of science 
are 
just 
as 
fix ed 
in 
their 
o p i n i o n s 
as 
others 
and 
sometimes refuse to budge and 
acknowledge a former error in 
their thinking. 
I hav e nev er known any one 
who. 
out 
of 
choice, 
wants 
surgery of any kind for them­ 
selv es 
or 
for their 
children. 
Many parents who hav e had a 
ghastly ex perience when they 
had their tonsils remov ed are 
particularly 
loath 
to 
subject 
their children to a similar one 
and therefore, are most easily 
induced to follow the direction 
of “ no surgery .” 
When will parents lca m that 
the 
Ear 
Nose 
and 
Throat 
specia list does not rea lly get a 
maniacal look in his ey e when 
he sees a pair of tonsiis? 
When will parents of y oung 
children finally learn that there 
are v ery specific reasons why 
tonsils and adenoids should be 
remov ed and that this decision 
is 
based 
on 
many y ea rs 
of 
successful results following such 
surgery . 
If a small child has repeated 
infections of the throat, high 
fev ers, enlarged glands in the 
neck, poor appetite and one or 
more 
infections 
of the 
ears, 
especia lly with loss of hearing, 
the adv antages arc great for 
the remov al of the tonsils and 
adenoids. 
Some results of this surgery 
are spectacular. The frequency , 
sev erity and duration of throat 
i n f e c t i o n s 
are 
markedly 
diminished 
in 
almost 
all 
in­ 
stances. It is wrong lor parents 


to feel that the operation was 
not effectiv e because the child 
still catches an occasional in­ 
fection. Obv iously , the remov al 
of tonsils are not ihc total an­ 
swer to the common cold or 
to all infections. 
Another unfortunate trap that 
people fall into is to balance 
the judgement of their doctor 
against that of a neighbor or 
the prov erbial opinion of the 
butcher, 
the 
baker 
and 
the 
candlestick maker. 
This operation is a v aluable 
one and, like all surgery must 
be carefully considered without 
prejudice 
and 
without 
being 
enslav ed by false notions of its 
v alue. 
I 
can 
nev er 
resist 
em ­ 
phasizing 
that 
when 
this 
operation 
is 
performed, 
the 
child must he armed with the 
truth 
and 
with 
a 
complete 
knowledge of ev ery thing that's 
going 
to 
happen 
to 
him. 
Whenev er possible and I hope 
it alway s is, a parent should 
spend the night in the hospital 
with flie child so he has no 
feeling of abandonment.

A new limit on flights went 
into effect Sunday at New York. 
Chicago 
and 
Washington 
air­ 
ports, and a Federal Av iation 
Authority official sa y s, “ Ev ery ­ 
thing’s working out real smooth- 
ly .” 


The quota on flights was ap­ 
plied 
at 
Chicago’s 
O’Hare, 
Washington’s National and the 
New 
York 
areas 
Kennedy , 
LaGuardia 
and 
Newark 
air­ 
ports, aimed at prev enting a re­ 
currence of delay s of two to 
three hours on many flights last 
summer, 
“ We think it’s going to work,” 
$ay Roy Nelson, the FAA super­ 
v isor in Washington who runs 
the- sy stem. 
Another official 
said, 
“ You 
really won’t know if the quotas 
work as they ’re supposed to un­ 
til y ou get a real busy weekend 
in J uly , or y ou hav e some bad 
weather 
conditions 
foul 
the 
schedules all around the coun­ 
try .” 
The new quota at Kennedy is 
HO to 9 0 takeoffs or landings an 
hour, compared to a lugli of 115 
last summer. At O'Hart the lim ­ 
it is 115 operations an hour. 
LaGuardia is limited to 48 and 
Newark and National to 40 per 
hour.

Legislation 
introduced to accomplish this is 
entitled the “ Postal Sendee Act 
of 19 69 ” and would prov ide: 
Remov al 
of 
the 
Office

Postmaster General from the 
Cabinet; 
creation 
of 
an 
in­ 
dependent Postal Serv ice wholly 
owned by the Federal gov ern­ 
ment;

major im ­ 
prov ements; 
Regular reports to Congress 
to 
facilitate 
Congressional

The 
Serv ice 
would 
be 
ad­ 
ministered by a nine-member

Under this plan, employ ees

The proposed reforms represent 
a basic and sweeping change 
in direction. Much debate and 
discussion 
will 
ensue 
before 
action is taken by Congress. 
The House passed by a roll 
call v ote of Yea 321 to Nay 
50 the 
Fiscal Year 19 70 ap­ 
propriation for the Agriculture 
Department. 
The 
$6.8 
billion 
agriculture 
budget included an amendment 
which will place a $20,000 limit 
on indiv idual farm subsidies. It 
is estimated 
projx wients 
that 
such a limit last 
y ear 
would 
hav e sav ed the tax pay ers $300 
million in farm pay ments. It 


was pointed out during debate 
t h a t 
twenty -fiv e 
farming 
operations receiv ed a total of 
$22,766,943 in subsidies which is 
more than the total receiv ed by 
all farmers in 11 States. I v oted 
for this ceiling, feeling it would 
benefit the sm a ll farmer. This 
bill also contained nearly $1.5 
billion 
in funds to feed the 
hungry 
when it reached the 
floor, and the House restored 
$120 million for a special school 
milk program to prov ide milk 
at reduced prices to rich 
and 
poor 
children 
alike. 
I 
also 
supported this amendment. 
A new program designed to 
permit the elderly to serv e in 
v oluntary 
programs 
through 
pay ment of ex pense money has 
been approv ed by the House 
Education 
and 
Labor 
Com­ 
mittee. 
The program w a s included in 
a 
bill that would ex tend for 
three more y ea rs, at greatly 
increased 
funding 
lev els, 
a 
v ariety of programs to prov ide 
a ssistance for the elderly under 
the Older Americans Act. 
T h e 
House 
passed 
an 
amendment to the War Claims 
Act of 1948 to include members 
0 f 
the 
Armed 
Forces 
American civ ilia ns 
captured 
during the Vietnam conflict and 
the crew of the U.S.S. Pueblo. 
It v y ould prov ide benefits for the 
period of ca ptiv ity a t the same 
ra tes 
and 
under 
the 
same 
conditions as applied to military 
personnel held captiv e during 
the Korean Conflict. 
Money 
cannot 
adequately 
compensate for the hardships 
endured by the recipients of 
such funds. The bill will serv e 
a s 
a 
sy mbolic 
gesture 
in 
recognition 
of 
the 
hardships 
suffered by the- beneficiaries. 
The subject on which w e are 
receiv ing the most m a il a t the 
present time is Pa y TV. Pay 
TV is a term used to describe 
a telev ision station that sends 
out ov er the air a 
scrambled 
v isual and auditory signal which 
may be receiv ed in intelligible 
form by only those w ho 
p a y 
a fee. 
It is not to be confused with 
t h e 
Community 
Antenna 
Telev ision 
Sy stem s 
(CATV) 
which, in a broad sense, inay 
a consum er’s 
TV set is on a 
CATVs charge for connection to 
a consumer’s TV set is on a 
monthly rate lor the serv ice. 
The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
has 
adopted 
a 
regulation which would prov ide 
for Pay TV. 
It should be pointed out that 
under the FCC regulation, there 
must be four free clea r channel 
stations in any area before Pay 
TV could be authorized. The

I have known doctors for 20 
years who have made the ar­ 
bitrary statement that “ I don’t 
believe in the removal of tonsils’ 
and they have spent all these 
vcars defending that statement.

sometimes refuse lo budge and 
acknowledge a former error in 
their thinking. 
I have never known anyone 
who,

surgery of any kind for them­ 
selves or for their children. 
Many parents who have had a 
ghastly experience when they 
had their tonsils removed are 
particularly 
loath 
to 
subject 
their children to a similar one 
and theretore. are most easily 
induced to follow the direction 
of “no surgery.” 
When will parents learn that 
the 
Ear 
Nose 
and 
Throat 
specialist does not really get a 
maniacal look in bis eye when 
he sees a pair of tonsils? 
When will parents of young 
children finally learn that there 
are very specific reasons why 
tonsils and adenoids should be 
removed and that this decision 
is based on many years of 
successful results following such 
surgery. 
If a small child has repeated 
infections of the throat, high 
fevers, enlarged glands in the 
neck, poor appetite and one or 
more infections of the ears, 
especially with loss of hearing, 
the advantages are great for 
the removal of the tonsils and 
adenoids.

Take Effect

A new limit on flights went 
into effect Sunday at New York, 
Chicago ani 
Washington air­ 
ports, and a Federal Aviation 
Authority official says, “ Every­ 
thing’s working out real smooth­ 
ly.” 
The quota on flights was ap­

Chicago’s 
O’Hare, 
Washington’s National and the

ports, aimed at preventing a re­ 
currence of delays of two to 
three hours on many flights last 
summer. 
“ We think it’s going to work,” 
say Roy Nelson, the FAA super­ 
visor in Washington who runs 
the system. 
Another official said, “You 
really won’t know if the quotas 
work as they’re supposed to un­ 
til you get a real busy weekend 
in July, or you have some bad 
weather 
conditions

The new quota at Kennedy is 
80 to 90 takeoffs or landings an 
hour, compared to a high of 115 
last summer. At O’Hare the lim­ 
it is 115 operations an hour. 
LaGuardia is limited to 48 and 
Newark and National to 40 per 
hour.

NEW YORK (AP) - On April 
28, Karen and Antoinette Cock- 
erhan called their father, a Har­ 
lem minister, and said they had 
been sent home from the fash­ 
ionable Maryland girls’ school 
they were attending. 
“We couldn’t believe it,” said 
their mother Sunday as she de­ 
scribed the series of events that 
led to the school’s refusal to 
grant her elder daughter a di­ 
ploma at commencement exer­ 
cises. 
Karen, 18, had been scheduled 
to graduate last Saturday from 
Oldfields School in Glencoe, Md. 
She would have been the first 
known Negro to graduate. An­ 
toinette, 16, was a Junior at the 
school vliich had three black 
students. 
They 
enrolled 
two 
years ago at the request of Old­ 
fields 
authorities 
seeking 
to 
integrate the school. 
The girls’ grades, said Mrs. 
Cockerhan. “are beautiful.” She 
said both girls had been on the 
honor roll 
during their two 
years at Oldfields and Karen 
had been accepted by three col­ 
leges. 
She said Karen and Antoinette 
were in class wrhen they were 
called aside by George Nevens 
Jr., the headmaster, and told, 
“You’re getting your express 
wish to leave. You have 40 min­ 
utes to get out of here.” 
Nevens said Sunday from his 
Maryland home that the girls 
were “released” because “they 
expressed—in their words—‘ex­ 
treme hatred’ for the school and 
their fellow' students.” 
Karen said, “We were uncom­ 
fortable in the school and we 
had told Mr. Nevens that. But 
we did not want to leave.” 
The family lawyer. William 
Stringfeliow. said, “The girls 
have not fitted in with the ster­ 
eotype of what a good Negro is 
in the eyes of these white pater­ 
nalists.”

CONTRARY to the opinions 
of many persons, the Bible is 
not a dry, uninteresting, heavy 
volume designed only to inter­ 
est advanced scholars or great 
theologians. Aside from its in­ 
spiration and comfort, it also 
contains — in its various chap­ 
ters and books—a type of liter­ 
ature to interest every reader. 
If you like “Horatio Alger” 
stories, there is the story of 
Joseph, the hometown boy who 
made good. Sold into slavery 
by jealous brothers he rose to 
become Food Administrator for 
the largest nation then on earth. 
If you like “spy and intrigue” 
stories, there is one about a 
beautiful female spy who was 
paid to seduce the strongest 
man on earth and discover the 
secret of his strength—Samson 
and Delilah. 
If you like “suspense” stories, 
you’ll like the one about an 
orphan girl who won a beauty 
contest, became a queen, foiled 
a villain and saved her people 
from genocide — the story of 
Esther. 
If you like stories with “O. 
Henry endings,” what about 
Jacob, who pulled the wool over 


but because they came in con­ 
tact with the chosen people. 
Frequently, names, events or 
places mentioned in the Bible 
are also mentioned in the world 
histories. This, together with 
the proof continually being un­ 
covered by archeological expe­ 
ditions, serves to confirm the 
authenticity of the Bible’s his­ 
torical narratives. 
Law students will find parts 
of the Old Testament particu­ 
larly interesting, for the Law 
given at Mount Sinai is one of 
the models for the law's of most 
of the nations today. Some of 
the Bible’s laws are basic for 
all mankind, w’hile others were 
particularly given to Israel and 
could not be carried out by 
Gentiles living outside of Pales­ 
tine. 
The Bible is a rich storehouse 
of poetry and the Hebrew' poet­ 
ry found in the Old Testament 
has always been acclaimed as 
some of the most elevating and 
eloquent in all literature.

While the Bible is not a book 
of world history, its historical 
narratives are of great interest. 
They are the annals of a nation 
of chosen people, and when the 
life of that nation touched that 
of other peoples, they also ap­ 
pear in the Bible. Thus we read 
of the rise and fall of the pow­ 
ers of the ancient world, not 
because of their military might, 


It is a characteristic of civi­ 
lized peoples that their wisdom 
—past and present—be compiled 
and handed dow'n to succeeding 
generations. The Bible’s best­ 
known wisdom literature is that 
contained in the Book of Pro­ 
verbs, a collection of wise say­ 
ings by Solomon. So compre­ 
hensive is the Book of Proverbs 
that some think it was a train­ 
ing manual for the young men 
destined to b e c o m e junior 
statesmen 
in 
the 
expanding 
kingdom of Solomon. 
Parabolical teaching was a 
highly developed art among the 
ancient peoples, though no one 
used it as effectively as did 
Jesus. Parables were generally 
based on historical events, cus­ 
toms or procedures, or the daily 
lives of the people. In the Bible 
we find what is probably the 
largest, choicest selection of 
parables to be found in all lit­ 
erature. 
In addition to these literary 
forms, students will also find 
biographies, love stories, pro­ 
phecies, letters, allegories and 
riddles. Thus it is that the Bible 
is a masterpiece of literary 
workmanship 
and

Nixon Assails Insurrectionists 


MADISON', S.C. (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Nixon assailed today "at­ 
tempts at insurrection'’ in cities 
:.rsi! colleges and declared the 
nation needs "the honesty of 
straight talk” and respect for 
traditional processes of peaceful 
change. 
In an address prepared for de- 
livc-ry at General Beadle Col­ 
lege, Xixon discussed, often in a 
philosophical vein, how to deal 
with a "deeply troubled and 
profoundly 
unsettled 
time” 
marked by campus revolt, ra­ 
cial discord, draft resistance, 
drugs and crime. 
Taking 
a 
generally 
tough 
stance toward those who, as he 
put it, prefer coercion to persua­ 
sion, the President said, "The 
nation has survived other at­ 
tempt at insurrection” and has 
the power to contain "the force 
and 
threats 
of 
that 
have 
wrecked our cities, and now our 
colleges.” 
Rather than emphasizing this, 
however. Nixon stressed what 
he termed arc long-standing na­ 
tional values that have become 
cliches to the point where "we 
feel apologetic about espousing 
them.” 
In a summary passage in his 
address, prepared for dedica­ 
tion of the college' new Karl E. 
Mundt Library, Nixon said: 
"The values we cherish are 


sustained by a fabric of mutual, 
self-restraint, woven of ordinary J 
civil decency, respect for the1 
rights of others, respect for the 
law of the community, and fre- i 
spect for the democratic pro- j 
cess of orderly change. The pur- j 
pose of these restraints is not to 
protect and an ‘establishment,' 
but to establish the protection of 
liberty; not to prevent change, 
but toensure that change re­ 
flects the public will and re­ 
spects the rights of all.” 
At Air Force Academy com­ 
mencement exercises Wednes­ 
day the President will discuss 
"the role of a great nation in the 
world and the role of a military 
defense in our society.”
